Mother Finds 
Son's ‘Garden 
Of Marijuana 


Melvin C. Kunkel, 20, will face 
charges of cultivation and posses- 


sion of marijuana, when he gets) 


out of Santa Clara county jail 
next week. 

Kunkel was made the subject 
of the impending Menlo Park 
police action last Saturday, when 
officers -diseovered 13 marijuana 
plants growing in the back yard 
of his mother’s home at 656 Col 
lege avenue. . The mother, Mrs. 
Joan Kunkel, had. asked police to 
look at the plants after she be- 
came suspicious as to what they 
might be. 

According to Police Chief 
Geerge Potter, the youth is cur- 
rently sojourning in the Santa 

Clara county jai) in lieu of pay- 
ment of a series of traffic fines 
levied in recent months. 

Last Friday his mother went to 
visit him at the jail . She reported 
that she knew of the plants in the 
back yard, and had observed that 
her son had appeared quite care- 
ful about their cultivation. 

When she spoke to her son last 
Friday, however, he asked her to 
let the plants die. 

This aroused her suspicions, she 
said, and she called in police on 
Saturday. 

Chief Potter said there were 13 
plants in Kunkel’s narcotics gar- 
den. However, the youth said, 
there chad originally been 19 be- 
fore some of them died. 

The youth told police he had 
only smoked one marijuana ciga 


ret before; when he was serving 
in the Philippines with the armed 


forces. He said he pulled up one 
of the piants and tried to fashion 


a cigaret out of his own garden, 


about a month ago.

One of the best ways to get an unrealistic law re pealed, Presi- 
dent Ulysses S. Grant is said to have said, is to insist on its strict 
literal enforcement until its unworkableness is clearly demon- 
strated beyond a doubt. 

This is mentioned because circulation of a petition asking 
that a mandatory jail sentence of 30 years be established for the 
conviction of any narcotics suspect for any crime which now con- | 
stitutes a felany, is being circulated in Menlo Park. 

The complete waste of human life that can be attributed to 
narcotics is well known. The expenses which the dope 
involves, and the fact that narcotics users have to take to crime 
in order to get money in sufficient amounts to satisfy their grow- 
ing cravings is another matter well known to police. 

The fact that narcotics “pushers” 
to satisfy their own drug needs, are apt to try to introduce dope | 
into the lives of young people is another threat that cannot be | 
ignored.

Now that the board of supervi- 
sors has adopted a record $25 mil- 
lion-plus budget, calling for a 19 
cent tax boost for the present year, 
comes the job of planning and get- 
ting the larger projects under 
way. 
| One of the headaches of being 
a supervisor is trying to please all 
the department heads, the many 
agencies that draw from county 
| funds and, yes, the taxpayers. 

In long study this week, board 
members tackled the problem of 
enlarging the juvenile home, Hill- 
erest.

A budget item of $60,000 was 
set up this year to get the boys’ 
camp started.
